The n u mber o f children p er- 
female has been decreasin g fo r 
so me time in the U.S., bu t the 
to tal p o p u latio n o f child-bearin g 
wo men has been in creasin g as 
females matu re who were bo rn 
in the early 1950s, when bo th the 
n u mber o f marriages an d the 
births p er female set reco rds. 
To da y , a lo ng with the in­ 
crea sed number o f child­ 
bea ring fema les, the number 
o f ma rria g es in 19 7 0 ro se to 
10 .7 per 1,000 po pula tio n 
which is the hig hest since the 
reco rd wa s set in 19 5 1. 
These statistics co ldly stated 
will resu lt in an in creasin g 
n u mber o f children bein g co n ­ 
ceiv ed in the y ears to co me, u n ­ 
less the n u mber o f children p er 
child-bearin g-age female dra­ 
matically decreases. 
It is gen erally stated that 2.11 
births p er female du rin g her 
child-bearin g y ears will resu lt 
in zero p o p u latio n gro wth in the 
U.S., tak in g in to co n sideratio n 
the ap p ro x imately 400,000 p er­ 
so n s who an n u ally migrate to 
o u r sho res. 
The ra te o f children bo rn to 
a fema le while she wa s be­ 
tween 15 a nd 44 y ea rs o f a g e 
in the U.S. in 19 7 0 wa s 2 .45 , 
a nd in the Sa uk Va lley Co l­ 
leg e a rea the number wa s 
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3.47 p er female. 
The av erage n u mber o f chil­ 
dren bo rn to females between 
the ages o f 15 an d 44 in the SVC 
area du rin g 1970 was 1.84, dem­ 
o n stratin g that y o u n ger wo men 
are giv in g birth to fewer chil­ 
dren than did the o lder females 
when they were in the height o f 
their child-bearin g y ears. 
An o ther way to v iew the p ro ­ 
jected p o p u latio n gro wth is 
what is called the fertility rate, 
which is the n u mber o f children 
bo rn each y ear to females o f 
child-bearin g y ears. 
The fertility rate in the U.S. 
in 1970 was 87.6 , do wn each 
y ear sin ce 1967, bu t mu ch 
higher than the 76 to 79 rates 
fo r the dep ressio n y ears fro m 
1933 to 1939. 
The fertility rate in the SVC 
area was 89 .1, which is slightly 
higher than the n atio n al av er­ 
age. 
The av erage age o f females 
in the U.S. is 28 y ears, an d in 
the SVC area is 3 2. 
As can be n o ted all in dices fo r 
the SVC area are slightly abo v e 
tho se fo r the Un ited States, ex ­ 
cep t the av erage age o f fe­ 
males. 
All in dicatio n s are that 
y o u n ger marrieds will hav e 
fewer children p er co u p le 
than tho se a gen eratio n an d a 
half ahead o f them bu t, be­ 
cau se there will be so man y 
mo re o f them, the U.S. p o p u ­ 
latio n will co n tin u e to gro w 
fo r man y y ears.

Wright made the disclo su re 
in resp o n din g to Watergate sp e­ 
cial p ro secu to r Archibald Co x ’s 
argu men t that Nix o n has “a 
firm legal du ty to giv e the 
tap es o f p residen tial co n v ersa­ 
tio n s to the Watergate gran d 
ju ry . 
Wright an d Co x debated the 
issu e in a p ack ed co u rtro o m be­ 
fo re U.S. District Co u rt Ju dge 
Jo hn J. Sirica. 
At the en d o f the two -ho u r 
hearin g Sirica said he ho p es to 
ARCHIBALD COX 


hav e a decisio n within a week . 
Wright o p en ed an d clo sed the 
debate. Co x o ffered n o rebu ttal. 
He argu ed that Nix o n ’s “du ty 
to p ro du ce ev iden ce is a firm 
legal du ty an d in v o lv es n o ju dg­ 
men t o n his p art.” 
Du rin g Wright’s rebu ttal Si­ 
rica ask ed if he was su ggestin g 
that the Presiden t has the p o w­ 
er to termin ate the Watergate 
in v estigatio n . 
“I do n o t claim su ch p o wer 
o n behalf o f the Presiden t,” 
Wright said. 
He said that o n Ap ril 30, the 
Presiden t delegated all au tho r­ 
ity fo r the Watergate in v estiga­ 
tio n to the atto rn ey gen eral 
who , in tu rn , tu rn ed it o v er to 
Co x . 
Bu t, Wright added, “The 


Presiden t has n o t delegated to 
Mr. Co x the au tho rity to decide 
which p residen tial tap es mu st 
be bro u ght fo rward.” 
Wright co n ten ded that if Si­ 
rica o rdered Nix o n to su rren der 
the White Ho u se tap es he wo u ld 
set a p receden t that wo u ld n o t 
be co n fin ed to the Watergate 
case.

“There is n o q u estio n in the 
Presiden t’s min d, in the min ds 
o f tho se aro u n d the Presiden t” 
that he is n o t o n ly cap able bu t 
is do in g his jo b,” Warren said. 
As he p ro mised in his Water­ 
gate telev isio n sp eech last 
week , Nix o n is here to wo rk “to 
get thin gs mo v in g an d get o n 
with the essen tial bu sin ess o f 
the n atio n ,” Warren added.

rilla leaders. 
These are ex tremes, o f co u rse, 
an d they are n o t the wo rst atro cities 
sp aw n ed by the Arab-Israel co n flict, 
n o r will they be the last. Yet between 
these ex tremes is a v ast gray area o f 
n o n ex isten t o r ill-defin ed o r u n en ­ 
fo rceable in tern atio n al law. 
It is in this area that a so v ereign 
n atio n like Fran ce, fo r ex amp le, 
p lacin g her o wn p erceiv ed secu rity 
abo v e an y o ther co n sideratio n , can 
co n du ct a series o f atmo sp heric 
ato m bo mb tests desp ite the stro n g­ 
est p ro tests fro m the wo rld co m­ 
mu n ity . 
“ H u m an kin d’s m o st an cien t, 
mo st co n stan t, mo st u n iv ersal de­ 
sire has been fo r p eacefu l o rder with 
ju stice amo n g p eo p les an d amo n g 
n atio n s," say s Charles S. Rhy n e. 
“Tran slatin g this desire fro m dream 
to reality is in deed hu man kin d’s 
greatest n eed." 
Rhy n e has do n e mo re than p ro b­ 
ably an y o ther p erso n , ju rist o r o th­ 
erwise, to realize that dream an d fill 
that n eed. 
In 1958, while p residen t o f the 
Am erican B ar Asso ciatio n , he 
established 
the 
Wo rld 
Peace 
Thro u gh Law effo rt as a sp ecial 
co mmittee o f the asso ciatio n . 
This ev o lv ed in to the Wo rld 
Peace Thro u gh Law Cen ter, created 


at an in tern atio n al co n feren ce o f the 
wo rld legal p ro fessio n in Athen s in 
1963. 
There hav e been fo u r mo re co n ­ 
feren ces sin ce then an d the Cen ter, 
o f which Rhy n e is p residen t, n o w in ­ 
clu des ju dges an d members o f the 
legal p ro fessio n , as well as n o n law­ 
y ers, fro m 135 co u n tries. In clu ded 
are the high co u rt ju dges fro m al­ 
mo st ev ery n atio n an d in so me cases 
the en tire membership s o f su p reme 
co u rts. 
Du rin g the week o f Au g. 25-31 
tho u san ds o f these wo rld law leaders 
will meet in Abidjan , Iv o ry Co ast, 
fo r the Six th Wo rld Co n feren ce o n 
Wo rld Peace Thro u gh Law— the 
first su ch su mmit co n feren ce o n the 
law’ o f the wo rld to be held o n the Af­ 
rican co n tin en t. 
In the mo st ambitio u s p ro gram 
ev er to go befo re a co n feren ce, the 
delegates will ex amin e su ch areas 
as: Co n tro llin g dan gero u s dru gs; in ­ 
tern atio n al terro rism— kidn ap in g, 
ex to rtio n , sky jackin g (with a “dem­ 
o n stratio n trial" in v o lv in g an actu al 
sky jackin g case); refu gee rights; 
en v iro n men tal p ro tectio n ; Un ited 
Natio n s refo rms; makin g the Wo rld 
Co u rt mo re u sed an d u sefu l; law o f 
the sea. 
“In tern atio n al law gro ws o n ly by 
v o lu n tary accep tan ce o f treaties, 
co n v en tio n s an d o ther fo rms o f 
tran sn atio n al law an d law agen ­ 
cies," say s Ry n e.

Thro u gh its u n iq u e p o sitio n an d

It has been my ho p e to hav e mo d­ 
ern ized the p resen t an tiq u ated an d 
in adeq u ate acco u n tin g sy stem in the 
Co llecto r’s p art o f the o ffice that 
deals with the billin g, co llectio n an d 
distribu tio n o f tax es. This is o f mo st 
imp o rtan ce to y o u the tax p ay er as it 
deals with y o u r tax bill an d I hav e 
felt y o u are en titled to a bill which 
wo u ld tell y o u where an d fo r what 
y o u r tax do llar is u sed. 
In an effo rt to acco mp lish this, I 
addressed a letter to the Co u n ty 
Bo ard o n Febru ary 6, 197 3, askin g 
fo r p rio rity co n sideratio n fo r the u se 
o f Federal Rev en u e Sharin g Fu n ds 
to co n v ert o u r o u tmo ded sy stem o f 
billin g, co llectin g an d disbu rsin g o f 
tax es to co mp u ter. This was re­ 
ferred to the Fin an ce Co mmittee to 
rep o rt back with a reco mmen datio n . 
Six mo n ths later the Fin an ce Co m­ 


mittee gav e n o reco mmen datio n bu t 
asked me to make a rep o rt o n a 
meetin g an d q u o tatio n o f ap p ro x i­ 
mate co st fro m Win n ebago Co u n ty 
to u se their co mp u ter to han dle Lee 
Co u n ty 's tax acco u n tin g. This was 
do n e at the Au gu st 14 th meetin g o f 
the Lee Co u n ty Bo ard an d q u o tatio n 
o f co st was giv en fo r co n v ersio n an d 
first y ear’s o p eratin g co st as $33,- 
580.00 which wo u ld be av ailable 
fro m Rev en u e Sharin g Fu n ds an d 
n o t o n e cen t wo u ld n eed to be taken 
fro m Co u n ty Tax mo n ey . The ap ­ 
p ro x imate o p eratin g co st o f $14 ,- 
000.00 p er y ear wo u ld also be av ail­ 
able fro m Rev en u e Sharin g Fu n ds at 
least thro u gh 1976. 


After a co mp u terized o p eratio n 
was fu lly in effect, y o u the tax p ay er 
wo u ld hav e a mo re mean in gfu l ac­ 
co u n tin g o f what y o u r tax do llar is 
bein g sp en t fo r, mu ch better serv ice 
an d a sav in g o f tho u san ds o f tax do l­ 
lars in labo r co sts. 
Rev en u e Sharin g Fu n ds are in ­ 
ten ded by o u r Federal Go v ern men t 
to p ro v ide serv ices that p rev io u sly 
Lo cal Go v ern men ts hav e n o t been 
able to p ro v ide becau se o f lack o f 
fu n ds.

The g reat balance between g o v ­ 
ernment and the co ntro l o f g o v ern­ 
ment by the peo ple has been disto rt­ 
ed. To o many peo ple hav e lo st faith 
in themselv es and in this free eco ­ 
no mic sy stem. To o many peo ple are 
asking g o v ernment, the thing s that 
g o v ernment canno t do witho ut re­ 
so rting to fo rce and co ercio n and 
thus restricting freedo m. A recent 
po ll fo und that 7 0 per cent o f the peo ­ 
ple are blaming business to day fo r 
o ur eco no mic pro blems. The same 
7 0 per cent said they tho ug ht that the 
answer was that g o v ernment sho uld 
take o v er mo re co ntro l, mo re co m­ 
plete co ntro l, o v er the business co m­ 
munity in o ur natio n, but o nly 18 per 
cent o f the peo ple in the po ll knew 
the names o f their United States sen­ 
ato rs. It’s time that they knew the 
g o v ernment caused inflatio n delib­ 
erately by plan in what was called 
the new eco no mics, that under the 
administratio n o f Ly ndo n Baines 
Jo hnso n g o v ernment g o t o ut o f hand 
when it tried to g iv e us g uns and but­ 
ter in a war that they started but 
they wo uldn’t win and they didn’t 
kno w ho w to end. A republican Pres­ 
ident ended that war. A Republican 
President ended it just as ano ther 
Republican President ended the war 
in Ko rea. And it is time that the peo ­ 
ple knew that the o nly time the party 


o f the wo rking man, as o ur o ppo n­ 
ents describe themselv es, the o nly 
time that party has pro v ided full 
emplo y ment in this century has been 
by way o f a war and at the same 
time no t ev en then co uld they be 
co mplete because in the Kennedy 
y ears unemplo y ment was hig her 
than it was three y ears ag o in the so - 
called Nix o n recessio n. To day the 
Independent Business Men’s Asso ­ 
ciatio n o f America claims that its 
members hav e 2.9 millio n jo bs g o ing 
beg g ing fo r lack o f wo rkers to fill 
them ev en tho ug h they are adv ertis­ 
ing fo r them. But the do o m criers 
wo uld still hav e us believ e that un­ 
emplo y ment is a majo r pro blem o f 
this day and o f this particular ad­ 
ministratio n. It’s time fo r the peo ple 
to learn that the o nly way that tax es 
can be reduced is to reduce the size 
o f g o v ernment. It’s time fo r the peo ­ 
ple to learn that the o nly way y o u 
can g iv e so meo ne a larg er slice o f 
the pie is no t by reducing so meo ne 
else’s slice but by pro ducing a big ­ 
g er pie fo r ev ery bo dy . And o nly the 
free enterprise sy stem can do that. 
Earlier in my remarks I said this 
was no t a time fo r us to be disco ur­ 
ag ed. I am sure that many o f y o u 
will recall the name o f that trag ic 
fig ure o f so me y ears ag o , Whitaker 
Chambers. Whitaker Chambers was 
a true idealist, he turned to co mmu­ 
nism believ ing he co uld find the an­ 
swer to his pro blems there. He so o n 
learned, o f co urse, that co mmunism 


had no o ffer, it was o nly a false and 
empty wo rld they had and so he 
turned elsewhere. He was disillu­ 
sio ned with co mmunism but his 
y ears with co mmunism had left him, 
I am afraid, less than enthusiastic 
abo ut o ur chances to resist and he 
wro te after his co nv ersio n back. He 
said, “ It is idle to speak o f sav ing 
western civ ilizatio n because west­ 
ern civ ilizatio n is already a wreck 
fro m within. That’s why we can ho pe 
to do little mo re than snatch a fin­ 
g ernail o f a saint fro m the rack o r a 
handful o f ashes fro m the fag g o ts 
and bury them secretly in a flo wer­ 
po t ag ainst the day , ag es hence, 
when a few men will beg in ag ain to 
dare to believ e that there o nce was 
so mething else. That so mething else 
is thinkable and needs so me ev i­ 
dence o f what it was and the fo rtify ­ 
ing kno wledg e that there were tho se 
who at the g reat nig htfall to o k lo v ing 
tho ug ht to preserv e tho se to kens o f 
ho pe and truth.” I can’t subscribe to 
Whitaker Chambers’ cy nicism o r his 
lack o f fatih in humanity . I do n’t 
kno w o f any o ne that’s here to nig ht 
o r any o ne amo ng us o n o ur side who 
believ es that o ur g eneratio n is des­ 
tined to preside o v er that g reat 
nig htfall. That this Natio n, the first 
in all man’s histo ry to attempt an 
ex periment in indiv idual freedo m, 
has co me to a clo sing o f the bo o k. I 
canno t accept this and I kno w that 
y o u can’t. We aren’t ev en being 
called upo n in this suppo sed time o f 


crisis to shed o ur blo o d o r risk 
wo unds in battle. All that’s neces­ 
sary fo r us is to understand ho w this 
sy stem o f o urs wo rks. This sy stem 
that o ur fathers left to us, and then to 
spread the understanding and the 
kno wledg e amo ng tho se aro und us 
and particularly amo ng o ur o wn 
so ns and daug hters. And that’s a 
duty we can’t hand o ff, that duty 
falls upo n each o ne o f us, with o ur 
neig hbo rs, the peo ple we talk with at 
lunch, the peo ple we meet and wo rk 
beside in o ur daily wo rk, the duty 
falls o n each o f us we can’t leav e it to 
educato rs o r pro fessio nal eco no ­ 
mists o r to the media. Each o f the 
my ths must be held up to v iew and 
ex po sed and o ur weapo n is at hand. 
Our weapo n, v ery simply , is the 
truth and the truth will truly keep us 
free. 
Nancy and I hav e— if I may add 
in clo sing — Nancy and I had a fan­ 
tastic ex perience just a few mo nths 
ag o when o ur priso ners were re­ 
turned to us. We entertained all o f 
the Califo rnia priso ners, so me 150 o f 
them, in a series o f quiet info rmal 
dinners in o ur ho me. We met these 
men, we heard the sto ry o f their six 
and sev en and eig ht and nine y ears 
o f impriso nment and I hav e to tell 
y o u that a so ciety which can pro duce 
fro m its rank and file o f its citizenry 
men with the co urag e o f these pris­ 
o ners who returned to us that sho rt 
time ag o , that so ciety truly has no th­ 
ing to fear but fear itself.

On e o f the mo re o rigin al en d ru n s 
aro u n d the tru th by a member o f the 
beleagu ered Nix o n admin istratio n , 
to bo rro w a term fro m the game fa­ 
v o red by that same admin istratio n , 
has to be that o f Melv in R. Laird the 
o ther day . 
Far fro m p leadin g lap se o f mem­ 
o ry as o thers hav e do n e, the fo rmer 
Secretary o f Defen se, who is n o w the 
Presiden t’s co u n selo r fo r do mestic 
affairs, fo rthrightly stated that he 
had reco mmen ded secret bo mbin g 
o p eratio n s in Cambo dia in 1969 an d 
1970 in o rder to hit Viet Co n g an d 
No rth Vietn amese san ctu aries an d 
to sav e American liv es in So u th 
Vietn am. 
When asked at a n ews co n feren ce 
abo u t the metho d by which the raids* 
were kep t secret, he co n firmed that 
a 
“sep arate chan n el o f rep o rtin g 
was established fo r these p articu lar 
attacks." The p ress was to ld o n ly o f 
the bo mber targetin g in So u th Viet­ 
n am, which p ro v ided a credible 
co v er sto ry fo r the secret strikes. 
Bu t while admittin g that “ I did 
ap p ro v e the sep arate rep o rtin g p ro ­ 
cedu re o n the Cambo dian strikes,” 
Laird wen t o n to say that “ I did n o t 
ap p ro v e at an y time the flasifieatio n 
o f an y Air Fo rce, Nav y o r Defen se 
Dep artmen t reco rds.” 
In o ther wo rds, the tru th abo u t 
the Cambo dian raids ex isted all the 
time an d was av ailable to tho se in 
the go v ern men t with a “n eed to 
kn o w." Tho u gh the p ress, an d the 
p u blic, were fed a lo t o f balo n ey , the 
secret reco rds were n ev er falsified. 
Imagin e a co u rt hearin g the 
same kin d o f defen se fro m, say , 
a man charged with tax ev asio n . 
“ Yes. it’s tru e that I did u se a 
‘sep arate rep o rtin g p ro cedu re’ in 
rep o rtin g o n ly p art o f my in co me to 
the In tern al Rev en u e Serv ice. Bu t I 
did n o t at an y time falsify a seco n d 
set o f reco rds I kep t fo r my o wn 
u se." 
It wo u ld be a stran ge ju ry that 
wo u ld bu y that argu men t. It wo u ld 
be a stran ge p u blic that wo u ld bu y 
the same kin d o f reaso n in g fro m o n e 
o f its alleged serv an ts. 


litically , ho wev er much praised by 
o ne president o r ano ther. 
We do hav e the capability to in­ 
crease pro ductio n at a faster pace. 
We hav e the kno w-ho w in $10 0 billio n 
in sto red “ av ailable” research in re­ 
cent y ears. This is no t the to tal re­ 
search and dev elo pment fig ure; it is 
rather the amo unt o f useful research 
acco mplished and sto red which men 
kno wledg eable in the field believ e 
co uld be put to use in industry , o n the 
farms and o therwise in o ur daily 
liv es— research which has been v ir­ 
tually ig no red in majo r secto rs o f in­ 
dustry , o r no t fully utilized. 


This research in questio n is the 
pro duct o f unto ld millio ns o f man- 
ho urs in the natio n’s univ ersities, in 
the space pro g ram, in defense and in 
o ther g o v ernment and priv ate labo ­ 
rato ries thro ug ho ut the land. 
In so me cases, the wo rk was do ne 


in the interest o f science, with no ap­ 
plicatio n in mind. In mo st cases, 
ho wev er, the research was acco m­ 
plished fo r a specific pro g ram, used 
fo r that pro g ram— and the kno wl­ 
edg e no t applied elsewhere. 
We are no t talking abo ut the need 
fo r ex panded research, which is an­ 
o ther pro blem. We are talking abo ut 
research already do ne, waiting fo r 
users. 
Fro m time to time, in o ne admin­ 
istratio n o r ano ther, o fficials hav e 
dev elo ped plans and set up bureaus 
to translate this sto re o f research 
into usable terms and to adv ertise 
its ex istence amo ng po tential users. 
These pro g rams usually g et bo g g ed 
do wn in red tape. 
Yet the need is there. Fro m time 
to time o ne o f my eng ineer friends 
makes a study o f this industry o r 
that, o r dig s o ut a study by so me 
team attempting to find o ut why pro - 


ductiv ity and pro ductio n aren’t in­ 
creasing as they mig ht. 
In each case kno wn to this repo rt­ 
er, co v ering in to tal a v eritable fist­ 
ful o f industries, what is abundantly 
clear is that pro ductio n (o r pro duc­ 
tiv ity ) co uld be increased co nsider­ 
ably at relativ ely little co st with the 
applicatio n o f ex isting but no t widely 
kno wn techniques. 


So me states hav e attacked this 
pro blem head-o n. A team spo nso red 
by the state univ ersity sy stem o f 
Pennsy lv ania has an activ e pro ­ 
g ram fo r serv icing businesses in the 
state with info rmatio n o n already - 
dev elo ped research required to im­ 
pro v e their pro ducts o r their effi­ 
ciency . Or if that research canno t be 
fo und, the inquiring firm is put in 
to uch with specialists who can carry 
it o ut. There hav e been so me sur­ 
prising results.

Here's the obligatory fines s e 
By Oswald & Jam es Jacoby 
The obligatory finesse should 
be classed among elementary 
plays but it is doubtful if very 
many bridge players know it. 
South is in a pretty sound 
four-spade contract. He has to 
lose a trick to the ace of clubs 
and barring a very bad trump 
break will only lose two trump 
tricks. 
However, there is no harm 
making an extra trick if it can 
be scored and the obligatory 
finesse will bring it in this time. 
South wins the diamond in his 
own hand and leads a spade 
toward dum m y’s queen. It 
holds the trick and he leads a 
spade back. East plays either 
the 10 or jack. It doesn’t matter 
which because South simply 
plays a low spade. 
He has nothing to lose with 
this play. If West holds both 
missing trumps he is sure of 
two trump tricks. If East held 
the trump ace he would have 
used it to capture the queen. 
Against the actual holding 
West must play the ace willy- 
nilly. Later on South picks up 
East’s last trump; discards one 
club on a high heart and con­ 
cedes a trick to the club ace. 
What about three no-trump? 
Declarer would still try the ob­ 
ligatory finesse, but against a 
heart lead would have trouble 
collecting more than nine tricks

Each has seven bones in 
its neck. 
How small are your red cor­ 
puscles?

Do you wonder if you’re stu­ 
pid because you sometimes 
have trouble quickly telling 
right from left? Well, don’t 
worry about it; many adults, 
including those of superior in­ 
tellect, have the same difficul­ 
ty. Neurologists say this mo­ 
mentary confusion is more 
common among women than 
men. 
About one in every 21 Ameri­ 
cans is a widow. Not counting

Comet to cross our solar 
system later this year 


: 
N EW YO RK (A P) — A “ holi- 
'day comet” is racing through 
Ithe solar system toward the 
;sun. From mid-November to 
«late January, people throughout 
¡¡¡the world will be able to watch 
*what astronomers say may be 
»the most spectacular comet of 
*the century. 
* When the comet was dis­ 
covered last March 7 between 
;the orbits of Jupiter and Mars, 
* it was very much brighter than 
¡other comets seen at that great 
¡distance from the sun—a half 
-billion miles. 


* With scientists now alerted, 
-plans are under way to make 
¡¡Uie comet the most extensively 
studied so far, including studies 
to be made by the Skylab 3 as­ 
tronauts, orbiting above the 
¡J^rth’s obscuring atmosphere. 
« ;The comet is named Comet 
¡Kohoutek, after its discoverer, 
TH*. Lubos Kohoutek at the 
Hamburg Observatory in Ber- 
gedorf, West Germany. 


Comet Kohoutek will orbit the 
sun Dec. 28 at 250,000 miles an 
hour, approaching to within 13 
million miles of it after having 
crossed the orbit of the earth 
#n Nov. 26. 
•-.Experts believe that at its 
Closest approach to the sun the 
wm et will be the most brilliant 
object in the night sky, vastly 
brighter that the famous Hai­ 
ley’s comet of 1910. 
An easily seen comet is rare. 
It has a fuzzy head surrounding 
a bright nucleus, and as its or­ 
bit approaches the sun the 


comet forms a long tail point­ 
ing away from the sun because 
of radiation pressure. 
Briefing reporters on 
the 
comet Thursday, Dr. Kenneth 
L. Franklin, chairman of the 
Am erican 
Museum-Hayden 
Planetarium, said: 
“ We are indeed going to have 
a good bright comet, a beau­ 
tiful holiday comet, a very nice 
holiday comet.” 
Precisely how bright 
the 
comet will be will have to 
await observation. But it should 
be bright enough by mid-No­ 
vember to be seen rising about 
three hours before the sun. 
As it moves closer and be­ 
comes brighter, the comet will 
rise closer to sunrise. After or­ 
biting the sun, Comet Kohoutek 
will be seen in the western sky 
after sunset until late January.

Asked Monday if he thought 
that was a mistake, Corona re­ 
plied, “ Naturally... I didn’t de­ 
cide (to rest the case then). My 
attorney was sure that the 
prosecutors proved nothing.” 
Several members of the 10- 
man, two-woman jury that con­ 
victed Corona said after the 
trial that they had wanted to 
hear his story and that Hawk’s 
decision hurt Corona’s case.

Tight money may be end result 
of current interest rate rise

NEW YO RK (A P) - Interest 
rates, after a record-breaking 
rise this summer, are likely to 
go on climbing for some time 
yet, in the view of several lead­ 
ing economic observers. 
And, say a number of those 
observers, chances are increas­ 
ing that the end result will be a 
tight money period like that of 
four years ago, when con­ 
sumers and businesses often 
found it difficult to borrow 
money at any price. 
The prime rate — the lending 
fee which banks post for their 
biggest and most credit worthy 
corporate customers — rose an­ 
other quarter point early this 
week to 9V2 per cent. 
That’s a full point above its 
previous high, reached in late 
1959. But, say bankers, even at 
that level it is lagging behind 
rates in other sectors of the 
money market, where banks 


obtain the funds to do business. 
And many observers expect the 
prime to climb to 10 per cent or 
even a good deal higher before 
it peaks. 
Says William Wolman, econo­ 
mist at the Wall Street re­ 
search firm of Argus Research 
Corp., “ It is still below where it 
should be, based on the tradi­ 
tional formulas about bank 
margins. The open market cost 
of money is rising, and the 
prime rate is below the open 
market rates.” 
Why all the upward pressure 
on interest rates? One key fac­ 
tor, observers say, is that de­ 
mand for money has been in­ 
tense among corporations want­ 
ing to expand their operations 
amid an economic boom in 
which consumer spending has 
been heavy. At the same time, 
the Federal Reserve Board has 
been tightening up on the mon­ 
ey supply to keep order in the 
economy and to try to defuse. 


inflation. 
But the experts cite a variety 
of other pressures as well. 
“ The normal pressure from 
the economic growth we’ve 
been living in does not explain 
the high level of loan demand,” 
says Bert Cox, chief economist 
for the nation’s biggest broker­ 
age firm, Merrill Lynch Pierce 
Fenner & Smith. 
Cox says corporations and in­ 
vestors have added considera­ 
bly to the unpaid pressure by 
borrowing money 
in major 
amounts to speculate in this 
year’s volatile monetary ex­ 
change and commodities mar­ 
kets. 
And then, of course, there’s 
inflation. In theory, observers 
says, a lender will demand an 
interest rate that will com­ 
pensate him not only for the 
risk he is taking in loaning 
funds but also for the amount 
inflation erodes the value of 
those funds while they are out 


of his possession. Thus, rapid 
inflation means high interests 
rates. 
The likely result of all this? 
“ It’s the beginning of a mon­ 
ey crunch,” says Paul Samuel- 
son, Nobel Prize-winning econo­ 
mist. “ I see no signs to the con­ 
trary. Not only are interest 
rates high, but credit has al­ 
most dried up completely in 
some areas. 
“ For instance, if you want to 
sell a house in Amherst, Mass., 
right now, you find yourself at 
a disadvantage because buyers 
might 
have 
trouble getting 
mortgage accommodation. ” 
Observes Eliot Janeway, eco­ 
nomic analyst and writer, “ The 
rate of interest is closer to the 
consumer’s cost of living than 
any other item on the shopping 
list. This is an urgent and con­ 
tinuing warning to the con­ 
sumer: With the rate of inter­ 
est going up, the cost of nothing 
is coming down.”

o f cheap handg uns, kno wn as 
“Saturday nig ht specials,” will 
be pro hibited in Illino is after 
Feb. 21, 1974. 
Go v . Daniel Walker sig ned a 
bill Tuesday banning the sale o f 
the g uns which are easily co n­ 
cealed and sell fo r from $15 to 
$30, but he said he wished the 
penalty fo r v io latio n o f the law 
was stiffer. 
The 
law 
makes no nco m­ 
pliance a misdemeano r and 
carries a max imum sentence o f 
o ne y ear in priso n and a fine o f 
$1,000. Neither penalty is man­ 
dato ry o n co nv ictio n. 
Walker also sig ned two o ther 
law enfo rcement bills. One in­ 
creases the sentence that may 
be impo sed o n v io lato rs co n­ 
v icted a seco nd time o f carry ­ 
ing a co ncealed firearm, and 
the o ther is aimed at making it 
mo re difficult fo r co nv icted fel­

W ALNUT— As is the case in many sm all 
schools, Walnut Blue Raider head coach Chuck 
Lane w ill have to do a rebuilding job with his 
varsity football program this season. And the 
rebuilding w ill be even more difficult since only 
six lettermen return. 
The small number of “ W ” winners can be 
attributed to the departure of 15 seniors with 
the class of ’72. The 15 were the nucleus of a 
club that won eight games while losing only 
once. 
Dienslake is gone 
Gone are talents like Mike Dienslake, who 
amassed 1,117 yards rushing in 166 carries for a 
6.7 average and 15 touchdowns. A1 Lickhart, 
who picked up 753 yards in 126 attempts, and 
crossed the goal line five times, also graduated. 
Ron Brokaw, who anchored the defense with 
his eight interceptions, has moved on. Walnut 
had eight men on both the offensive and defen­ 
sive teams on the all-conference list. Only one, 
Doug Dahl, is back for the 1973 edition of the 
Blue Raiders. 
Dahl earned honorable mention honors as a 
defensive back but Lane expects the 5-19—160 
senior to handle the quarterback position. 
Other lettermen back, and position played in 
1972, are B ill Ganschow, end; Pat Donovan, de­ 
fensive tackle; Joe Gibson, halfback and line­ 
backer; John Kiser, fullback, and Mark Mat­ 
thew, tackle. 
‘‘Low turnout of juniors” 
A total of 45 boys showed up for practice but 
“ a low turnout in the junior class” with only six 
juniors trying out could mean a lot of varsity 
playing time for some promising sophomores. 
Lane singled out halfback Toby Greenwood and 
end Dick Ganschow as sophomores pushing up­ 
perclassmen for starting positions. 
“ But we’ll work all the sophomores with the 


varsity,” Lane commented, “ because they are 
going to be part of it.” The keys to the offense 
w ill be the rebuilding of the line and the success 
of the backfield despite their limited experi­ 
ence. 
Matthew and B ill Ganschow are entrenched 
at tackle and end, respectively, but the other 
slots are open. Lane thinks sophomore Je ff Vin­ 
cent rates the inside nod as starting center with 
Terry Renner highly rated as a guard. Curt 
Magnuson could be the answer at the other 
tackle. 
Probable backfield 
Je ff Christensen, a junior, and Dick Gans­ 
chow w ill battle for the other end position. The 
backfield is tentatively set with Dahl calling 
the signals backed up by Gibson, Kiser and 
Greenwood. 
“ We want to be able to pass when we want 
to,” Lane stated when asked the offensive plans 
for the year, “ but we are prim arily a ground- 
ball team .” Figures for 1972 back him up. W al­ 
nut picked up 87 first downs during the past 
year. Of this total, 78 were via the rushing route 
while four came on passes and five by penalty. 
Of the 2,828 yards gained, 2,418 were pun­ 
ched out on the ground. Runners scored a total 
of 26 touchdowns out of the 42 accounted for. 
“ Worry about them a ll”

Say s :

Dear Dr. Lamb— There are 
sev eral girls in o ur o ffice who 
are curio us abo ut certain issues 
o f birth co ntro l. We o ften hear 
o f wo men hav ing co mplete hy s­ 
terecto mies instead o f tubal li­ 
gatio ns. This seems rather 
senseless to us. Why wo uld they 
cho o se a hy sterecto my o v er a 
tubal ligatio n? 
When a wo man has her tubes 
tied are there any side effects? 
What actually happens? Do es 
the o v ary sto p pro ducing eggs, 
o r do es the tie prev ent the eggs 
fro m reaching the wo mb? If the 
eggs are still pro duced, do es 
this no t cause so me damage 
fro m the eggs backing up in the 
wo man’s sy stem? 
Ho w easy is it to o btain a 
tubal ligatio n? Is it a matter be­ 
tween patient and do cto r, o r are 
so me ho spitals o ppo sed to it? 
Dear Reader—So me wo men 


hav e a hy sterecto my because 
they hav e pro blems with their 
uterus, such as a tumo r o r ex ­ 
cessiv e bleeding. This, o f 
co urse, also results in their be­ 
ing sterile. The bo dy o f the 
uterus and the cerv ix are fre­ 
quent sites o f cancer in the fe­ 
male. The co mplete remo v al o f 
the uterus and cerv ix elimi­ 
nates the likeliho o d o f this 
pro blem in the future. Ty ing the 
tubes do es no t. 
When the tubes are tied this 
literally remo v es the ability o f 
the o v a to pass do wn the tube 
into the uterus fo r implantatio n 
and pregnancy . This has no ef­ 
fect whatso ev er o n the o v aries. 
The o v aries are anato mically 
separated fro m the mo uth o r 
o pening o f the tubes. The egg is 
released by the o v ary , passes a 
v ery sho rt distance, literally in 
the o pen space, and enters the 
mo uth o f the tube. This means 


after the tubes are tied, o v ula­ 
tio n co ntinues as it did befo re. 
The eggs, ho wev er, canno t pass 
do wn the tubes, so they are lit­ 
erally abso rbed by the bo dy . 
They are no t blo cked up in the 
o v ary , since they are released 
as they alway s hav e been, into 
the free space. 
This actually is so mewhat 
different than the v asecto my in 
the male where there is a co n­ 
necting tube between the bo dy 
o f the testicle to the pro state 
and po int o f ex it o f sperm cells. 
Ty ing o ff the v as do es blo ck the 
emissio n o f sperm cells, but ty ­ 
ing o ff the tube in a wo man do es 
no t blo ck the emissio n o f o v a. 
No t all do cto rs are willing to 
do tubal ligatio ns. It is against 
so me do cto r’s religio us co de, 
and the same can be said abo ut 
so me ho spitals. The o nly real 
way to find o ut is to discuss it 
with y o ur o wn do cto r, if o ne has 


reaso n to serio usly co nsider 
such an o peratio n. 
Dear Dr. Lamb— Medically 
speaking, what is mo derate 
drinking? Ho w many drinks a 
day ? 
Dear Reader— A small 
amo unt o f liquo r fo r a perso n 
with underly ing brain damage 
can cause unco ntro llable rages 
o r abno rmal behav io r. In a se­ 
v ere case o f ulcers it may cause 
bleeding. Ev en in a healthy 
perso n, the accumulated ef­ 
fects can cause liv er damage, 
brain damage and o ther medi­ 
cal pro blems. 
No o ne sho uld fo rm a habit o f 
hav ing ev en o ne drink a day , 
and it’s inadv isable to drink 
mo re than fo ur drinks fo r any 
o ccasio n. These sho uld be 
drunk no mo re rapidly than o ne 
drink per ho ur and y o u sho uld 
wait at least an ho ur after the 
last drink befo re driv ing.

“I u sed to an swer ou r mail 
ev ery week. Now I hav e to do 
it ev ery day , an d there’s really 
too mu ch for on e person ,” say s 
Frey a Dimshah, wife of the di^ 


rector of the American Veg an 
Society . 
The society , based in Malag a, 
N.J., is mu ch stricter than 
most v eg etarian org an ization s. 
Members eat n o m eat or 
fish; n or do they eat the by ­ 
produ cts of an imals, su ch as 
dairy produ cts an d eg g s. They 
also av oid all items made from 
an imals, in clu din g wool, silk 
an d leather. Man y v eg etarian s 
eat eg g s an d dairy produ cts 
an d hav e n o prohibition on 
thin g s like wool. 


Mrs. Dimshah said “qu ite a 
bit of in terest has been ex ­ 
pressed” in the society in re­ 
cen t mon ths, partly becau se of 
the hig h cost of meat an d short 
su pply of beef. 
She said the society has sev ­ 
eral hu n dred paid-su bscription 
members, with sev eral formal 
chapters arou n d the cou n try . In 
addition , an u n kn own n u mber 
of people adopt part or all of 
the Veg an philosophy after 
writin g for in formation , Mrs. 
Dimshah said. The society pu b­ 


lished a book called “Veg an 
Kitchen ” an d a pamphlet titled 
“Mon th of Men u s.” 
Discu ssin g the m eat shortag e 
an d soarin g prices, Mrs. Dim­ 
shah—who was born in En g lan d 
an d was raised as a v eg etarian , 
althou g h n ot a Veg an —said: 
“We hav e seen this comin g 
for a lon g time. In order to 
feed all the people in the world, 
we hav e to tu rn to a diet which, 
if n ot totally v eg etarian , is at 
least main ly v eg etarian .” 
She said it takes abou t on e- 


eig hth as mu ch lan d to produ ce 
food for a v eg etarian as for a 
meat eater. It’s also cheaper 
for the in div idu al con su mer. 
Mrs. Dimshah estimated it 
costs $8 to $10 per week per 
person for food on the Veg an 
diet. A ty pical day ’s meals, she 
said, wou ld in clu de fru it an d 
n u ts for break fast; a salad with 
protein —su ch 
as 
n u ts 
or 
bean s—for lu n ch, may be with 
some sou p; an d salad with 
cooked v eg etables an d a starch 
for din n er. 


The Theosophical Society of 
America is mu ch less strict 
than the Veg an s. The edu ca­ 
tion al-philosophical 
org an ­ 
ization doesn ’t requ ire that it’s 
m em bers be v eg etarian s, al­ 
thou g h man y are. 
Amon g the v eg etarian s is Joy 
Mills, the g rou p’s presiden t. 
She said the society is dedi­ 
cated to “promotin g the ideals 
of u n iv ersal brotherhood of hu ­ 
m an ity ” an d believ es that “all 
hu man ity is deriv ed from on e 
life.” From there, it’s a short 


step to opposin g the killin g of 
an y an imal. 
Miss Mills, who does eat 
dairy produ cts an d eg g s, esti­ 
mated that the society has 
abou t 6 ,000 members in the 
Un ited States. She said in terest 
of late has in creased trem en ­ 
dou sly . 
She ex pressed con cern ov er 
on e
